GREETING : 

Whereas by an Act of Parliament passed in the Forty-third year of Our 
Reign, entitled The University Education (Ireland) Act, 1879,” it was 
declared that it should be lawful for Us, in case We should be pleased so to 
do, by Charter to found a University in Ireland : 

And Whereas by Charter bearing date the Twenty-seventh day of April, 
in the Forty- third year of Our Reign, We founded a University by the name 
of “ The Royal University of Ireland ” : 

And Whereas the Senate of the said University having, in pursuance of 
the power conferred upon them by the said Charter, submitted to Us Statutes 
for the Government of the said University touching matters not expressly 
provided for by the said* Charter, We, b} 1- Our Letter under Our Sign Manual 
bearing date the Twenty-ninth day of November, One Thousand Eight 
Hundred and Eighty-one, in the Forty. fifth year of Our Reign, did approve 
of the said Statutes : 

And Whereas the Senate of the said University have, in pursuance of the 
power conferred upon them by the said Charter, submitted to Us, in writing, 
under the Common Seal of the said University, certain alterations (hereinafter 
appearing) in the said Statutes, touching matters not expressly provided for by 
the said Charter : 

Now know Ye, that in pursuance of the provisions of the said Charter, We 
do by these Presents, under Our Sign Manual, for Us, Our Heirs, and 
Successors, approve of the following alterations in the said Statutes of the 
said Royal University of Ireland, namely : — 


CHAPTER I. 

In list of Degrees and Diplomas to be conferred, after 
“ Agriculture. 

A Special Diploma,” insert 


“ Teaching 

A Special Diploma.” 

Insert the following as new Section : — 

§ 6. — The Diploma in Teaching. 

This Diploma shall be conferred only on Graduates in Arts of the University. 
The Examination for this Diploma shall consist of two Parts. The First 
Part may be passed by Candidates not less than one Academical Year after 
Graduating, and the Second Part not less than one Academical Year after 
passing the First Part. 

Alter number of existing Section 6 to Section 7.
